Washington, Sept. 15— Actual ac­ 
tion on the treaty of peace w ill be­ 
nin In the United States senate today 
At 2 p. in. Chairman Lodge of the 
Foreign Relations Committee expects 
to cal! up the pact, and the reading 
of it with the debate w ill probably 
mart immediately. 
The amendment 
first to be read w ill be the one giving 
the United States the same votes as 
Great Britain In the league of na­ 
tions. 
The 
vote 
of this change 
which was adopted by the Foreign 
Relations committee Is expected to 
furnish a fest as to whether any of 
the amendments can command a ma­ 
jority of the senate. 
Reservations to 
the league will not come until each 
textual amendment 
is disposed of. 
On these there w ill he a different line 
up. 
W hile treaty opponents admit 
there is doubt as to their ability to 
pass amendments, they declare that 
reservations of some of them ure cer­ 
tain. 
W hether these reservations 
w ill he mild or strong depends on the 
conference now on between mild res- 
ervutionists and Lodge, who is hav­ 
ing those framed by the Foreign Re­ 
lations committee. 
The treaty supporters today saw 
new strength added to their cause in 
a committee of 250 leading republi­ 
cans and democrats who have formed 
to bring about an unqualified rati­ 
fication of the treaty. 
The organiza­ 
tion of this committee, formed by 
prominent men of forty states, was 
announced to force peace and the 
settlement of the league. 
The organization is made tip cd 
many government officials, state su­ 
preme court Justices, professors, and 
other prominent men.

W ith these words Senator Lodge, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions committee,

Fo r the first time in senate history 
a treaty was considered in an open 
se-sion before throngs in the galler­ 
ies instead of behind closed doors. 


Immediately after Lodge had form­ 
ally made the treaty the senate bus­ 
iness. the first gun in the barrage of 
speeches from the democratic side of 
the chamber in favor of unqualified 
ratification of the treaty was filled in 
a speech by Senator Jones of New 
Mexico. 
Jones is one of the treaty’s 
most ardent supporters. 
HI* speech 
w ill he followed tomorrow by Sena-! 
tor Overman of North Carolina, also i 
in favor of ratification w ithout any j 
amendments. 


From now on until a final vote has 
been taken the treaty w ill remain 
the senate’s business. 
Senators today 
estimated that the debate upon the 
treaty w ill continue from four to six 
weeks. 
Lodge also has a copy of the 
treaty with Austria. 


Lodge said he was given the treaty 
by a Chicago newspaper, 
He an- 
poun'cd that following Jones* speech 
he had asked that the Austrian pact 
be read. 


Senator McCumber of North Dako­ 
ta presented his individual report on 
tile treaty as a member of the For­ 
eign Relations committee. 
Jones, to 
whom fell the first chance of making 
the first formal speech 
after the 
treaty was called up, declared op­ 
ponents of the league poison the pub­ 
lic mind- with insidious declarations.

In some lines of work this Instruc­ 
tion requires only a few days; In other 
lines It requires several weeks, or even 
months. 
Ninety per cent of the man­ 
ufacturers report thut their training 
departments are self-supfiorting. 
The 
methods promoted hv the training serv­ 
ice enable each worker eventually to 
broaden bls knowledge of the trade, as 
well as to Increase his skill In a pertle- 
lilt!r line, This makes him more jade. 
pendent as well as more valuable ie 
Industry as a whole. The training serv­ 
ice d o (,s not carry on training, but de­ 
votes its effort chiefly to preparing sri- 
entitle outlined courses In the training 
methods.
